HOW FARMERS WIVES BREAK DOWN. 

A woman tells this story to the Boston Cul¬ 
tivator, and we can testify of our own knowl¬ 
edge that it is very sadly true: “I can get 
forty women to marry me within fifty miles of 
this village,” said a man to me, the other day, 
“but I can’t find a woman anywhere who will 
come and Help my wife, and she is breaking 
down every day.” Yes, breaking down! Can 
any one look in her ashy white face, and not 
read the story written there, of hard -work, 
in season and out of season? She has four 
little girls—the eldest six years, the youngest 
three months. Her husband keeps six cows, 
and cultivates a farm of a hundred acres, em¬ 
ploying two hired men to aid him. Three 
meals must be cooked daily for a family of 
seven, not counting the baby) four children 
dressed and cared for; the milk of six cows 
attended to, and butter made, while the week¬ 
ly washing and ironing must be accomplished 
in some way. From four o’clock in the morn¬ 
ing until ten and sometimes eleven at night, 
one pair of hands and one pair of feet perform 
this labor, and now the tired body rebels and 
says : “This cannot be endured.” Of course 
extra aid is not to be obtained easily in mid¬ 
summer, but it might have been procured 
early in the spring, it doubtless would have 
been found had it been needed to assist in 
man’s work. Let me tell you another case: 
The farmer and his wife have three children, 
all under eight years. He employs two 
hired men, boarding them, and keeps eleven 
cows. A woman comes in to do the \yashing 
and ironing, but that is all the assistance the 
wifes receives, excepting the few steps her 
children can save her. She must rise at four 
o’clock and prepare breakfast, so that her 
husband and the hands can be in the mowing 
field by five. Every other day, however, one 
of the hired men remains to do the churning 
for her; hut this favor was not allowed her 
until she had threatened to call in the doctor, 
to declare to her husband her inability to do 
such hard work.

In the foreground, one is charmed 
by the blue water and the stately ships at an¬ 
chor; farther back the harbor and ancient 
castle, rising grandly in its magnificent white¬ 
ness against the green foliage enveloping the 
base of the mountains which form the back 
ground, and lift their hoary heads into a blue 
sky, flaked with fleecy clouds. Napoleon’s 
coat of arms surmounts the picture, and a 
Latin motto, wrought in gold on blue ribbon¬ 
like ground, lies half unrolled at the base. 
Immediately surrounding this lovely picture, 
in a bed of rich brown, is a garland of beauti¬ 
ful flowers, much larger than natural size, 
hut so brilliant and so delicately and accu¬ 
rately represented that it seems as if one 
might stoop and lift the petals one from 
another. Outside of this garland, and serving 
as a border for the carpet, is a wreath formed 
of overlapping oak leaves and acorns, also in 
natural colors, their various shades of green 
and brown blending in exquisite beauty. This 
wonderful fabric was made with the needles 
of poor women who wrought it in sections and 
set together, after the manner of the camel’s 
hair shawls. Its texture is as delicate as a 
silken robe, and no painter could portray col¬ 
or or detail with greater skill. It actually 
cost §10,000 to make it. Mr. Stewart saw it 
at the Paris Exposition, and purchased it as a 
novelty to exhibit to friends who visit his “up¬ 
town” store.

Sad Ending of a Bridal Tour. —It was 
only the other day that a newly married 
couple were burned to death in Connecticut, 
and now a bridal pair have lost their lives 
by the upsetting of a boat on the Susque- 
liana river at Unadilla, N. Y. Of the six 
persons composing the party Maurice Good¬ 
rich and wife of Worcester, N. Y., and Mr. 
Mooreliouse and wife of Unadilla were 
drowned. Maurice Goodrich’s brother es¬ 
caped and succeeded in saving his wife; he 
returned to rescue liis companions, but was 
to late. The two Goodriches had lately been 
married and were on their wedding trip. The 
three ladies were sisters. 

Murder or Suicide. —A mysterious sui¬ 
cide or murder came to light at Leavenworth, 
Kan., last week, by the finding in the river, 
of the body of a young and beautiful woman, 
apparently aged 25, richly dressed, wearing 
a purple silk dress and a jet breast pin and 
earrings, and in the pocket of the dress was 
found §175, a case containing cards bearing 
the name of M. M. Blackwell, a check for 
baggage to Kansas City. It is thought the 
lady was murdered. 


Great Fires in Kansas.— Extensive and 
destructive prairie fires are raging in south¬ 
ern Kansas along the line of the Fort Scott 
railroad. At one place in Cherokee county 
the ties along the three miles of track wore 
burned. The fire caught from a locomotive, 
and at last accounts had swept over miles of 
country, destroying houses, fences and cropr. 


Terrible Accident. —During a severe 
gale and snow storm last Sunday, seventeen 
persons belonging on the Isles of Orleans in 
the St. Lawrence river, were drowned by the 
capsizing of ajscow in which they were being 
landed from the steamer Montmorenci. They 
were returning home from market.

Many of the citizens are 
properly indignant at the action of the board, 
and will use their best endeavors to prevent 
the removal of the Bible from the schools. 


It is said that Governor Rice will order the 
execution of the Pomeroy boy goon after tak¬ 
ing the executive chair, in obedience to the 
clamor of several hundred Boston women who 
are panting for the boy’s blood. We could 
almost wish Mr. Rice defeated if he has not 
the courage and humanity to resist such an 
appeal. It is creditable .to Governor Gas¬ 
ton’s wisdom and firmness that he refuses to 
hang the irresponsible lad. 


Byron’s “Maid of Athens” is dead. She 
was one of three Greek girls who, at the 
time Byron wrote his poem with the above 
title, was about 14 years of age. Byron 
boarded in the family, and he wrote to a 
friend as follows: “I am dying for lore of 
three Greek girls at Athens, sisters. I lived 
in the same house. Teresa, Mariana and 
Katinka Marci are the names of the three 
divinities—all of them under fifteen.” Teresa 
was the oldest, and of her Byron wrote. She 
afterwards became Mrs. Black, and recently 
died at the ago of SO, in poor circumstances. 
A few years ago quite a sum of money was 
raised in her behalf. 

Vice President Wilson, while in a ‘bath 
room at the capitol on jVednesday forenoon, 
had an attack of faintness, and for some 
hours apoplexy was feared, but he became bet¬ 
ter in the afternoon, and his case is now con¬ 
sidered hopeful. Great anxiety was felt for 
the Vice President throughout the country, 
nnj coils at his rooms have been numer¬ 
ous. President Grant was telegraphed at 
New York, and he went directly to Washing¬ 
ton and called on Mr. Wilson Thursday aft¬ 
ernoon. It is now thought he will recover. 
The attack was caused by going into a hot 
bath. 

It is a season of revivals all over the coun¬ 
try, and with the great awakening which 
Moody and Sankcy have got under way in 
Brooklyn, the people ought to be made a 
great deal better than they are. Somo one 
lias said that the revival we most need is one 
that will make people honest. This is true, 
for if a man bases his life on honesty he is 
about as near a Christian as he can get. Wo 
want tc bo revived into the old Puritanical 
ways of our fathers, when not to pay one’s 
debts was an act as sinful as to steal, and to 
defraud a neighbor disgraced a man for life. 
That conversion which sets one to correcting 
all his delinquencies, to paying his honest 
debts, and living as though character and 
principle were not a sham, is the kind we 
want. If the revivals now springing up will 
lead to this, the world will grow better very 
fast. 


DISASTERS AT SEA ! 

The Steamer Pacific Eost, with 200 Soula 

on Hoard I—Xouu of a ilostou Kris and 

ull Ilauds J—Steamer Uiirucd ! 

• The Steamer Pacific, an iron side-wheel 
vessel plying between San Francisco and 
! towns along the coast, foundered on the even- 
. ing of the 4th inst., about 40 miles south of 
Cape Flattery, and all on board, some 250 
in number, with two exceptions, perished. 

1 One man saved was picked up by an 
Ameircan vessel, Saturday morning, having 
been on a raft since the wreck. According 
to his story the steamer collided with another 
vessel in the dark, but many navigators think 
she may have struck upon a sunken rock, or 
encountered a “South-easter” which arc to 
be expected about this season in that latitude. 
The captain of the ill-fated Pacific was Jeff 
D. Howell, a brother-in-law of Jeff Davis, 
and esteemed as a careful navigator, although 
a young man. Some 20 women are supposed 
to have been on board, and. all were lost by 
the capsizing of a boat in which they tried to 
escape. The vessel was an old one but con¬ 
sidered sound, and had unusually good boats 
and life-saving apparatus. She was valued at 
§100,000, and had a cargo of hops and oats 
valued at $25,000. Insurance for about $47,- 
500 on the vessel. 

The steamer City of Waco, a regular trader 
between New York and Galveston, was de¬ 
stroyed by fire in the harbor of Galveston, 
Tuesday morning. She took fire about one 
o’clock and a strong north-east gale was blow- 
ing. Two hours later her passengers, officers 
and crew took to the boats, and have not been 
seen since, although steam-tugs have been J 
diligently cruising in search. The steamer 
was valued at $150,000, and only partially in¬ 
sured. She had on board eight cabin and ] 
twelve steerage paesengers, besides the usual i 
officers and crew. The steamer and her cargo 1 
are a total loss. 

The Boston brig, J. W. Spencer, which i 
sailed from the guano island of Navassa, in * 
the West Indies, Sept. 12, bound for Charles¬ 
ton, has not been heard from since. The day- 
after the vessel left, a terrible hurricane com- ' 
menced which did great damage on the Islands, 1 
and it is feared the brig was caught by it, and 
all on board lost. The vessel was valued at I 
$12,000. When the Spencer sailed from Na- * 
vassa she left at the island a brig and two j 
schooners, which put to sea during the hurri¬ 
cane, and have not been heard from, except ( 
that the brig was afterward seen dismasted a 
and deserted. A schooner which sailed in t 
company with the Spencer has also failed to s 
report, and it is feared that no tidings of any ® 
of the five vessels, or the fate of their crews 
will ever be received. ^

“ coons,’’and a party of a dozen or more am¬ 
ateur hunters from this village assert that 
they traveled “a good twenty miles” without 
seeing the least indication of their desired 
game. 

The “lake” on Church street has been re ; 
duced in size by filling up and by a drain 
which carries some of the surplus water out 
into the railroad gap. But as water will not 
run up hill there is quite a pond there yet 
after a heavy rain. 


Fires of the Week. 

An immense fire has been sweeping across 
the praries in the foot hills of the North Lar¬ 
amie, since Oct. 13th, destroying grass all 
the way, and the fire is still burning. In Kan¬ 
sas, there have been disastrous fires, causing 
enormous damage. Dwellings, fences, un- 
gatliered crops are all consumed wherever the 
fire spreads. One woman was dreadfully 
burned while trying to save her home, and a 
man who was caught in the running fire was 
ulso terribly burned. Other fires are report¬ 
ed from all sections of the State, all raging 
with unusual fierceness. 

Whitehall, N. Y., suffered by a heavy fire, 
Monday morning, originating in the Yule 
house, and spreading so as to destroy another 
hotel, the Lake House, and several stores ad¬ 
joining. Loss $50,000, partially insured. 

The Oceanic House at the Isle of Shoals, 
a famous summer resort, was destroyed by 
fire early Thursday morning, together with 
most of the cottages on the Island. Loss on 
the hotel property nearly $375,000, with an 
insurance of about $125,000. 

John Trickcy of Watertown, on Tuesday, 
lost a $30,000 barn and contents by fire. 


The innocent do suffer, sometimes, as well 
as the guilty, and there seems to be no reme¬ 
dy for such injustice. In the lower walks of 
life, and especially in our police courts, these 
instances are too frequent. A man named 
Moses B. Wheeler has just been pardoned 
out of State prison after nine years’ service, 
it having been shown that he was innocent of 
the crime for which he was sentenced. He 
was convicted of setting fire to the house of a 
widow, although the widow testified that he 
helped her to save her property. His own 
sister testified against him so positively that 
he was convicted. The reason for her doing 
so was on account of some property arrange¬ 
ment. The sister has recently died of small¬ 
pox, and in her last moments confessed that 
she had perjured herself to convict her broth¬ 
er, and now ho has been set at liberty. A 
young man has, also, recently been pardoned 
out of State prison, where he had served sev¬ 
eral years for arson. The young man de¬ 
clared at the time that he was employed by 
a detective to find out who were setting in¬ 
cendiary fires, and that while he was going 
with one of the gang to set a fire he was ar¬ 
rested. Nobody believed bis story, as the po¬ 
lice knew nothing of his engagement, conse¬ 
quently he went to prison. Now, after the 
lapse of five years, one of the detectives who 
employed the boy, comes forward and con¬ 
fesses that the story he told was true. It < 
would seem from these instances of injustice j 
that it is quite as easy to convict an innocent ] 
man as a guilty one, and that no one is safe ! ( 
when bad men conspire against them. j t

( A Battle of Sheriffs. —The was a sharp 
( conflict of authority at Northampton, Wed¬ 
nesday, between two rival claimants for the 
, machinery of the old Anchor Tape and Web- 
! bing Company in the building of the Clement 
I & Hawkes Manufacturing Company, or rather 
between rival Sheriffs in the interests of the 
respective claimants. Deputy Sheriff Wright 
of Northampton and Wellington of Holyoke 
went to the mill Wednesday and attempted to 
remove the machinery, but were resisted by 
C. A. Maynard, the treasurer, and several of 
the workmen of the Clement & Hawkes Com¬ 
pany. Sheriff Wright then notified the Hol¬ 
yoke parties, who came up on the afternoon 
train, with a posse of thirty-five men, headed 
by Chief of Police Davis and Deputy Sheriff 
Ham of Springfield, and forced an entrace in¬ 
to the shop. The whole party, however, was 
arrested by Sheriff Longley on the. charge of 
unlawful entry, and held in $100 each for 
trial on Saturday. Sheriff Wright, on the 
other hand, has had Maynard and a dozen of 
his workmen arrested for resisting him in the 
discharge of his duty. An injunction on fur- 
thher proceedings has been granted, till it can 
be ascertained whether Sheriff Wright had 
a right to break into the building.

A M0NU3IBNT was erected over the remains t 

of Edgar A. Poe, at Baltimore, on Wednes- f 
day. For twenty-six years the remains of a 
this singular man have lain in the church- ] 
yard with nothing but a grassy mound to t 
mark the spot. In the spring of 1875, the « 
requisite amount of money having been col- 1 
lected the construction of the monument was 
placed in the hands of Mr. Hugh Sisson. Mr. 
George A. Frederick, a prominent architect 
of Baltimore, was .the designer, and Mr. 
Valck, the artist, supplied a model for the 
medallion of Poe. The column is a plain 
Grecian pedestal, formed of Italian marble, 
with a granite base. The base is about a foot 
high, and the pedestal from seven to eight 
feet. Tho ceremonies of unveiling were sim¬ 
ple and apppropriate, and “The Raven, 
Poe’s best poem, was read by Mr. W. F. Gill 
of Boston. _ 

The bones of Guibord were finally interred 
at Montreal on Tuesday without disturbance. 
A large military and police force was on duty 
to prevent any interference with the burial, 
and in order to prevent the remains from be¬ 
ing disturbed by the Catholics workmen shov¬ 
eled in liquid cement, mingled with scraps of 
tin and sheet iron, which hardens quickly and 
can only be chopped out with difficulty. Jo¬ 
seph Guibord, over whose bones all this fuss 
and contention has been made, was a Mon¬ 
treal printer, who died in November, 1869. 
He was a man of unusual intelligence and in¬ 
genuity, and worked in one offico for 3G con¬ 
secutive years, being foreman during the Ias t 
20, and having personal supervision of the 
composition and printing of the Bishop’s let¬ 
ters. His troubles arose from his refusal 
at the request of his Bishop, to with 
draw from a literary association known ns 
the Institut Canadien, that had in its li¬ 
brary certain books, the reading of which 
was forbidden by the Pope. Guibord ap¬ 
pealed to Rome, but before an answer 
came he died, and his remains were re¬ 
fused a place in consecrated ground. And 
now after six years of contention, having called 
forth an anathema from his bishop, engaged 
the attention of the Queen's Privy council, 
nud turned a cemetery into a garrison, his 
bones rest beneath a cemented mass, winch, 
let us hope, nothing but the last trump shall be 
able to disturb. 


Disasters at Sea. 

A Quebec ship, the Calcutta, bound for 
Liverpool was wrecked on Sunday, the t th, 
and twenty-three lives lost, one of them a lady 
passenger. The captain, three men and a 
boy were saved. 

Further news confirms the statements ot 
the survivors of the wreck of the Pacific, that 
she was sunk by a collision with another ves¬ 
sel, the Orpheus, which escaped without great 
damage, but was afterward wrecked on a reef 
at the entrance to Barclay sound, on account 
of the captain mistaking a light on the coast. 
All the ship’s crew and some of the cargo was 
saved, and rescued by a revenue steamer in 
search of the victims of the Pacific disaster. 
Captain Sawyer of the Orpheus says the Pa¬ 
cific struck his ship abaft the forward rigging, 
then grated alongside, and then steamed or 
drifted away. He hailed the steamer in pass¬ 
ing as he thought his ship was in a sinking 
condition, but no one answered, and lie then 
set to work repairing the damage to his ves¬ 
sel. He lay to that day and nearly all day 
Friday repairing his rigging but saw nothing 
more of the steamer. 

None of the crew of the burned City of Waco 
have been found, although a thorough search 
for forty miles around was made. Large 
quantities of floating merchandise was picked 
up, probably thrown overboard by the crew, 
among which were several cases of astral oil. 
The father of a young lady who was a pas¬ 
senger on the ill fated steamer proposes to 
sue the owners for damages on account of the 
loss of his daughter.

The Pandora, an English ship, recently 
returned from the Arctic seas in search of a 
Northwest Passage, reports that on the 25tli 
of August a visit wa3 made to Beecliy Island, 
which lies at the entrance of lladstock Buy, 
on the verge of eternal ice. This was the 
island where Sir John Franklin wintered, and 
where were subsequently found the graves of 
three of liia'men. On this island, twenty-four 
years ago, Sir James Ross built a small house 
and filled it with stores for the use of future 
navigators. The house was visited in 1857 by 
Sir Leopold McClintock, since which time no 
ship has visited the island. The crew of the 
Pandora found that this store house had been 
broken open by Polar bears, and the marks ot 
their teeth and claws were on everything. 
They had destroyed half of the supplies, and 
the ground outside was strewn with tins of 
preserved meat and vegetables, forty pound 
tins of pemmican, great rolls of heavy blue 
cloth, hundreds of pairs of woolen mittens 
and socks, rolls of soft white flannels, bales of 
blankets, bales of clothing, hanks of woolen | 
yarn—all scattered over the ground in the 
most admired disorder. The fine, warm blue 
cloth, the flannels and blankets' and clothing, 
were for the most part tom into shreds and 
strings; the meat and pemmican tins, where 
not torn open, were pierced with holes; the 

little wooden boat was split and broken, and 

scarcely anything was left of the India rubber 
boat. Captain Young, of the Pandora, re¬ 
paired the house, and took an inventory of 
the articles remaining, which were again 
placed in order in the building, and the door 
fastened again, to await a visit from some fu¬ 
ture arctic navigator. _____

THE LAW OF THE BAIL. 

Some one, who has taken the trouble to 
post himself on the law governing railroad 
passenger travel, says that extra charges for 
failure to buy tickets are universally sustain¬ 
ed by the courts, but there must be a full op¬ 
portunity to buy afforded by the ticket seller. 
Passengers must show tickets when asked for. 
As to stopping off, there is only one decision, 
which is that a passenger cannot stop off and 
resume his journey without the previous as¬ 
sent of the company. As to the obligation of 
the road to furnish a seat to a passenger, a 
decision says: “A passenger who exhibits a 
ticket need not surrender it until he has been 
furnished with a seat.” A railroad is not lia¬ 
ble for things stolen out of a passenger’s seat, 
there being no previous delivery to the com¬ 
pany’s servants; for the same reason the com¬ 
pany is not liable for baggage in the passen¬ 
ger’s own care. Passengers who neglect to 
look after their own baggage on arrival at 
their destination cannot recoyer it if it ia lost 
without fault of the carrier. Baggage left in 
station houses for the passenger’s conven¬ 
ience, after it has reached its destination, 
comes under a new class of rights and duties, 
the baggage master assuming the position of 
a gratuitous bailee, who only becomes liable 
in cases of gross negligence. The obligation 
of the railroad as carrier ceases when it has 
delivered it to its owner at the place of desti¬ 
nation, or when he has had reasonable oppor¬ 
tunity of receiving and removing it. It will 
interest sportsmen to know that they may re¬ 
cover for the value of dogs when they entrust 
them to baggage masters for hire because of 
their exclusion from the passenger cars.— 
Scientific American 

LONDON. 

The streets of London, their cost and man¬ 
agement, their durability and their cleanli¬ 
ness are endless objects of interest for the 
stranger. When you recollect that the area 
traversed by the metropolitan police is 576 
square miles in extent, and occupied by a pop¬ 
ulation crowded within a diameter of about 
thirty miles, nearly as large as that of Penn¬ 
sylvania, you may have some idea of the 
London streets, avenues and highways. Six 
hundred and thirty-five iniles were added to 
these streets between 1861 and 1871, and it is 
estimated that there are at least 4,000 miles 
of them. Within this area it is estimated 
that a birth takes place every five minutes, 
and a death every eight minutes. London 
covers 75,313 acres, and of its 4,000,000 in¬ 
habitants the last complete return shows that 
139,000 are paupers. The total annual ex¬ 
penditure for poor relief, including poor rateB 
and workhouses, orphan asylums, roads, wa¬ 
tering, lighting, sewerage, public works and 
police, is £4,667,947, over §23,000,000 in 
gold for the district of London alone.

John Wells, one of the judges of the Su- J 
preine Court of this State, died at Salem aL 
1 o’clock Tuesday morning, having suffered 
from pneumonia since the 3d of tlie month. 
Judge Wells is well known in this vicinity. 
He was horn in tlie mountain town of Rowe, 
Franklin county, in 1819, and graduated at 
Williamstown. After leaving college he 
studied law, and soon took a prominent place 
at the bar. ne located at Chicopee, and for 
several years was in partnership with Geo. M. 
Stearns. He afterwards formed a partner¬ 
ship with A. L. Soule at Springfield, and the 
law firm of Wells & Soule continued for six 
years, until liis appointment by Gov. Bullock 
to fill a vacancy upon the bench of the Su¬ 
preme Judicial Court, October, 1SGG. Mr. 
Wells removed his residence from Chicopee 
to Longwood, Brookline, several years ago. 
Mr. Wells was a profound, hut not a brilliant 
lawyer, and persevering as lie was profound. 
His integrity was such as to inspire one with 
confidence, and his habit of study led 
him to thoroughly investigate every ease that 
came under his attention. He was also a 
pure-minded man, and honest as he was pure. 
In his death the judiciary of Massachusetts 
loses a valuable member. 


Di-ath of Vice President Wilson. 

Hon. Henry Wilson, vice president of the 
United States, died ut Washington, at twenty ^ 
minutes past seven, Monday morning, in 
consequence of an affection of the brain and ^ 
spinal chord, from which lie has long suffer- ^ 
ed. Since his attack last week he had been, ^ 
it was thought, gradually gaining. On . Sun¬ 
day lie was up and dressed, and his physician* ^ 
were confident he would be abie to return to ( 
Massachusetts this week. He awoke about 7 ^ 
o’clock, Monday morning, nearly two hours 
earlier than usual and declared he felt much ^ 
better. After being washed,he sat up in bed, ^ 
and drank his usual glass of hitter water, InU ^ 
immediately after sank back upon liis pillow,* 
breathed heavily, and without a perceptible 
movement expired, with no one but a watch- F 
er by his bed-side. 

Mr. Wilson was horn at Farmington, N. H., ^ 
on the lGtli of February, 1811, of very hum- ^ 
ble parentage. He was indentured to a farm¬ 
er from his 10th to his 21st year, when his ta 
name was changed by the legislature from S p 
Jeremiah Jones Colbaith to Henry Wilson. 
During his apprenticeship he employed all f u 
his leisure time in reading, hooks which lie ai 
was fortunate in securing from a neighboring 
library, and after leaving tlie farm lie found it 
his way to Natick, Mass., where lie learned 
the shoemaker’s trade. Here he worked hard 
during tlie day and studied until late at night, . g 
his close application finally bringing on hem¬ 
orrhage of the lungs. He then amended school y 

in New Hampshire, teaching during his vaca- gl 
tions. Returning to Natick he opened a shoe 
; factory, in which lie continued for ten years, c 
j acquiring a moderate competence. In 1840 0 
he married Harriet M. Howe, of Natick, who 
bore him one son, that died a few years since, t 
1 In 1843, Mr. Wilson was first elected to a * 
seat in tUc legislature, on the Whig ticket, 
i and lie was three times elected to H scat in r 
the lower house. From 1848 to 1850 he was 1 
editor of the Boston Republican, tlie organ of 
the Free Soil Party, of which lie was one of J 
8 the founders. IJe was twice nominated ^for 

c governor and each time defeated. In ISoolie <

J <rreat unanimity, to fill the seat in tlie U. S. ] 
e Senate made vacant by the resignation of 
Hon. Edward Everett.

serted by the mother-hen whom no threats or 
persuasion could induce to mother any longer. 

My brother’s disappointment was great, but 
he bore such trials patiently; and then the 
loss of all that money; it required no little 
grace not to lament over that, for a dollar and 
a half was not easily secured in our family. 

Most people would have abandoned the en¬ 
terprise as hopeless, but our mother was hope¬ 
ful, economical, utilitarian and ingenious, and 
she had no idea of leaving this incipient life 
to go out without an effort to carry on the 

work of incubation; and giving the little 

chicks a lift into this troublesome world. Ac¬ 
cordingly, she put the eggs into a basket and 

took them into her room where a register 
from the kitchen range furnished her with 
heat during the day, but not in the night. 
Here she kept the basket, pulling it over the 
register whenever she got a chance, at which 
times the eggs would not unfrequently get so 
hot, one would think they were nearly cooked. 
At other times, particularly at night, they 
were often quite cold, so that judging from 
analogy, the prospect of a young brood was 
very small indeed. Still, the same means 
were used, and at night they were protected 
with coverings to keep in what heat they had 
accumulated during the day; when at the end 
of another ten days, her hope and persever¬ 
ance were rewarded one morning while she 
was dressing, by hearing what sounded even 
to her almost incredulous ears, something like 
a little peep, and on removing the covering 
from the basket, sure enough, there was a lit¬ 
tle callow thing, and signs of life in some of 
the other eggs, and in the course of a few 
hours she found herself grand-mamma to 
eight healthy chickens. 

And now, was the tug of war, How in the 
name of all that is decent and respectable, 
could she endure to have her chamber turned 
into a farm-yard? With all her forethought 
she had not anticipated this. But, as I have 
said, she was ingenious and she didn’t mind 
trifles, and was fond of babies and all young 
tilings; so she quickly set about providing 
nourishment for her foster-children, spreading 
newspapers all over the floor that they might 
eat their Indian meal without soiling the car¬ 
pet. She also exchanged the basket in which 
they first saw the light for a large box in 
which they could repose comfortably during 
the night, and continued to keep her floor car¬ 
peted with papers during the day. In this way 
she pursued the even tenor of her way, and 
the young things grew and flourished. My 
brother was more than satisfied, and the 
whole family, including the father of us all, 
was greatly entertained. We all felt a tender 
interest in those “ babes of the wood-house,” 
and all contributed to their necessities and 
took good-naturedly any little discomforts con¬ 
sequent upon such an unusual presence in 
our family. They grew in stature day by day 
and in favor with us all, and being confined to 
this one room, and getting familiar with us as 
their companions, they were like spoiled 
children, and if left alone for a moment, the 
whole eight of them would set up such a 
yawping, that in order to preserve peace and 
quiet, we decided that one of us must always 
stay with them while the rest were at their 
meals or otherwise engaged. Once, my father 
was sitting by a window behind the bed read¬ 
ing, the only one in the room, and they not 
seeing him supposed they were alone, and im¬ 
mediately ran to the door yawping as usual, 
until he re-assured them, by speaking, when 
they showed their satisfaction by clustering 
about his feet. 

As they gained confidence and as warfli 
weather came on apace, they emerged from 
the nursery, and traversed the other apart¬ 
ments on that floor, and finding enjoymfcnt in 
their liberty, they soon began to go up and 
down stairs and before long they felt as much 
at home in the parlor as anywhere, and we 
suffered no little embarrassment sometimes, 
when on descending to greet a friend we 
would find our pets comfortably roosting on 
the backs of chairs and sofas. This would 
never do, and as the weather was now favor¬ 
able, we thought^ was quite time, and that 
they were old enough to live out of doors. 
They liked their comfortable quarters and did 
not like being turned out in the cold. Besides, 
the other hens quarreled witli them. We 
made frequent attempts to keep them out, but 
did not succeed. When we drove them from 
the front stairs they would come up the back 
way, and if denied the front door they would 


- door. We 

condescend to enter the back . ‘‘fractory 
could not discipline them like r^ "Mind 
children, but were entirely at their mere, ^ 
they were—there is no denying it—becomii.^ 
nuisances. So long as we staid with them in 
our garden, which was a large one for the 
city, they were content to remain there,which 
decided our tender-hearted mother to take her 
knitting and spend a good many hours of the 
day in their society, until they were weaned 
from their old quarters and wonted to the new. 

My father too, was in the garden in the 
early part of the day where he amused him¬ 
self training flowers, and he did not at all ob¬ 
ject to seeing the chickens among his green 
things. They looked domestic and comforta¬ 
ble, but while he was digging they would 
jump on his trowel, and on his hands and 
arms, hoping to catch a worm, until his pa¬ 
tience would be exhausted and he would toss 
them off with an impatient ejaculation; but 
all to no purpose, till the good mother would 
speak. Then they would all run to her, sure 
of a welcome and a tender reception. 

Gradually they became familiarized with 
their change of circumstances, and became 
more like under-bred-out-of-door chickens, 
though they never entirely lost their sense of 
intimate acquaintance and fellowship with 
their friends of the human kind, and after a 
few more months of city life they were finally 
transferred to our farm in the country where 
they lived for a time, but at length fell vic¬ 
tims to the annual festivities in November. 

I ought to mention that the younger members 
of the family, showed their love for them and 
their respect for the cloth, by naming them 
after the Presidents and Professors in our col¬ 
leges, and divines in theology, Hopkins, 
Agassiz, Adams, etc., and persons not ac¬ 
quainted with the facts, would he puzzled 
sometimes at hearing them cry out, “Mother, 
mother, President Hopkins and Professor 
Agassiz are having a fight.”

After supper she milked, fed the 
chickens, baked bread, ironed, sewed buttons 
on husband’s shirts, watered the house plants, 
crimped the ruffles on baby’s Sunday frock 
and the lace on her own best dress, besides 
other things not enumerated here—forgetting 
nothing that should have been except patch¬ 
ing the hole in a mitten. If the husband has 
anything like the energy of the wife, there is

The democrats did better in Holyoke, 
but the Republicans have a working majority 
in the city government.

The democrats met their first’defeat in the 
U. S. House at the opening on Monday. 
When the members were sworn in, Fernando 
Wood objected to the admission of Mr. 
Morey, who held a certificate of his election 
from Gov. Kellogg of Louisiana, contending 
that a certificate from the pretended Govern¬ 
or Enery was just as good as one from Kellogg. 
As the whole Louisiana muddle was settled last 
winter, the democratic side has just stepped in 
its own trap, and Mr. Blaine showed up their 
case so clearly that the Republicans carried 
the day and Mr. Morey was sworn in. The 
animus of the democratic party was plainly 
shown in this question, and unless they have 
leaded prudence by it they will make other 
such mistakes before the session ends. 


Congress—Tiie Message. 

Congress met on Monday and organized 
with very little trouble, the democrats having 
everything their own way in the House. 
Michael C. Kerr of Indiana, who had been 
nominated for speaker by the democrats on 
Saturday evening, was elected, the Republi¬ 
cans voting for Blaine. Mr. Ferry took his 
seat as president of the Senate, and the two 
' houses were ready for business. On Tues¬ 
day tho President’s message was read, and 
both houses adjourned. The following is a 
synopsis of that document: 

It commences with general remarks con¬ 
cerning the changes of the past century, and 
lie urges the more thorough education of the 
masses as necessary for the preservation of 
our free institutions, and advocates the main¬ 
tenance of free schools by each State for the 
instruction of all children in the rudimentary 
branches, irrespective of race, color or sex. 
He anticipates trouble before the close of the 
present century in the accumulation of un¬ 
taxed church property, and advises the taxa¬ 
tion of all property except graveyards, and 
possibly church buildings. With foreign 
powers our relations are all friendly, and the 
President thinks it unwise as yet to interfere 
iu regard to Cuban affairs. The frequent 
border troubles between the United States 
and Mexico he hopes to settle by sending an 
armed steamer to the Rio Grande. In regard 
to ocean telegraphy he urges that no monopo¬ 
ly or exclusive privileges shall be granted, 
and that government messages shall have 
precedence over ordinary dispatches. Con¬ 
gress is asked to look after cases of fraudu¬ 
lent naturalization and expatriation, and to 
take suitable legislation for the benefit of 
American women who marry foreigners, the 
legalization of American marriages abroad, 
and to define the status of children bom 
abroad of American parents. He favors a 
speedy return to specie payments, and that 
Congress shall take such action as shall bring 
about a return to sound currency, such as 
will command the respect of the world. Th<* 
Centennial celebration he recommends as 
worthy of aid from tho national treasury, and 
definite legislation is desirable to suppress po¬ 
lygamy in Utah, and the importation of Chi¬ 
nese women for illegitimate purposes. He 
further recommends the removal of tea and 
coffee from the free list, thus adding $18,000,- 
000 a year to the revenue. In the post office 
department he thinks all merchandise other 
than books and papers should ba entirely ex¬ 
cluded from the mails.

This last 
will render liim liable to extradition, if found 
in almost any foreign country. Sheriff Con¬ 
nor and Warden Dunham arc liable to a fins 
of $1000 and a year’s imprisonment if their 
late prisoner is not re-captured.

Wreck of an Ocean Steamer. 

The steamer Deutschland, from Bremen for 
New York, laden with emigrants, grounded 
on Kentish Knock, near the mouth of the 
Thames, Sunday evening, during a severe 
gale. Capt. Busius acted with great coolness, 
distributing life-belts to the passengers and 
crew, and doing all in his power for Mieir 
safety. Quartermaster August and two sail¬ 
ors attempted to launch a boat, but the sea 
was so rough that it capsized twice, and when 
it finally righted drifted away with them from 
the steamer, and the two sailors perished from 
exposure. A tug which was sent to the res¬ 
cue found men, women and children clinging 
to the rigging, from which many had been 
washed away. In the cabin were corpses of 
women in their night clothing, just as they 
laid down to their last sleep, and many perish¬ 
ed from exposure in scanty costume to the bit¬ 
ter cold. The number of the lost is about 
78, out of 250 souls on board.

Second lesson: Washing the Disciples 
Feet. On the edge of awful suffering Jesus 
remembers his own. His whale saving work 
is a series of such services and condescen 
sions. Humility believes and receives all 
that the Lord has done for us; readily accepts 
repeated cleansings; grows into a clingin 
attachment to Jesus. 

Third: Many Mansions. “I am return¬ 
ing to my original home, which is to be your 
home too.”

Sixth: The Spirit’s Work. It is better for 
you that I depart. The spirit shall achieve 
through yoUjiny apostles,a moral victory, over 
the world. “ Convince the world of sm.” He 
shall rectify the opinion that I am a transgres¬ 
sor of tho law and show nien that they are sin¬ 
ners for rejecting me. “ And of righteous¬ 
ness." He shall show too that righteousness 
belongs to me whom they have condemned, 
and that the true malefactors are my judges. 

My ascension to the Father shall demonstrate 
this.

Then lie conde¬ 
scends to hearers and readers of this prayer 
in all time, bv asking that all the hosts who 
through preaching shall enter after liis death 
into the kingdoni'of God, may be one in doc¬ 
trine, life and faith. 

Eighth : Jesus as King. Pilate would de¬ 
termine the relevancy of the charge. It seems 
Jewish and so valueless; it may be political 
and so treasonable.

By using his old 
name, Simon, Jesus as it were deposes Peter j 
from his apostolic office, and by what follows 
inaugurates him anew.

REFORM IN FUNERALS. 

There is an effort now making in England 
to discourage display of all kinds at funerals, 
John Bright has written a letter, urging the 
adoption of Quaker simplicity and customs, 
especially in dispensing with the dismal black 
commonly worn by the bereaved in attesta¬ 
tions of their grief. We confess to much 
sympathy with the common sense of such a 
reform. We Americans laugh at the “ prac¬ 
tice of hiring mutes to simulate sorrow at fu¬ 
nerals which has withstood the sarcasm of 
more than one English sartirist,” while wo 
are quite unconscious of our own customs 
now in vogue, which are as suggestive to the 
satirical pen, and.«invoke the aid of the re¬ 
former as imploringly as any practices ou the 
other side of the Atlantic. 

Undoubtedly there was a time when black 
garments were put on as a pure expression 
of grief, and thus worn, there is no objection 
to the custom. But now fashion has stepped 
into the funerals as flippantly as into the ball¬ 
room or dress party, and presumes to arrange 
all the details, to dictate as to the styles of 
garments, anil as to the shades which shall he 
donned from time to time to express the grad¬ 
ual fading away of the sorrow, and the steady- 
healing of bruised spirits; and also she un- 
Ldertakes to dictate the variety and quantity 
of flowers that should he displayed in the 
house and strewn upon tlie grave, turning 
thus wliat might be at expression of a pious 
sentiment into a heartless custom of pomp and 
show. Fashion regulating grief 1 What moro 
senseless and ludicrous bondage has come 
upon us than this! 

Besides the violence such customs do to re¬ 
ligion and chaste sentiment, and expensive¬ 
ness of fashionable funerals is at war with 
integrity and sound morality. Pride and 
fashion defraud creditors and rob charity in 
funeral expenses as unblushingly as in fast 
living. They foster ambition to take the. 
lead In display in the house of mourning as 
really as in the house of mirth. The poorer 
people are embarassed to bury their dead. 
Laboring men are hard pressed to purchase 
mourning attire and flowers when tlie dark 
winged angel enters their abode. Imagine 
the "amount of money that is expended in 
this city, in a sitigle year, for the burial of 
the dead, and the attendant fashionable 
mourning. 

We protest against the custom now in 
vogue on two distinct grounds—“both strong 
against the deed”—the great and growing ex¬ 
pense of funerals, and the ostentation which 
is in exceedingly bad taste. There is a sim¬ 
ply and becoming propriety, a modest and 
chaste attire, which fitly express the sorrow 
of the mourner, and we hope the time is not 
distant when some American reformer will 
appear to deliver us from fashion’s partner¬ 
ship with death.

Christmas Day is a festival that fears no rivalry 
jnstyet. The celebration is much the same every 
year, except that the noise of preparation is so 
long and so great that the present Christmas wears 
always an air of being much better welcomed than 
the last. The day belongs to the children first, and 
then to the churches. No one gets any Christmas 
gifts except by virtue of that repentance which 
makes him for the time a little child, and the met¬ 
amorphoses, reckoned by the gift-getting, are enor¬ 
mous in quantity. The private charitable institu¬ 
tions feed their children and entice “ sendees ” 
from them, the public charities make some Christ¬ 
mas provision of a religious service and a dinner 
for their inmates, and the prisons do the same. 
Christmas Eve divides the honors of the day so far 
as the plucking of Christmas trees is concerned, 
though the significance of the ceremonies with 
which midnight used to be sat up to and greeted in 
England and New England is lost in the the mod¬ 
ern American preparation for the day of feast. 

Probably a great many people are ignorant of 
the fact that Christmas Day has not always been 
on the 25th of December. Christmas Day fell on 
What is now the 5th of January up to the altera- 
tion in the calendar, and it was a long time before 
some of our Englisn ancestors could get accustom¬ 
ed to the change. Some very ludicrous incidents 
are recorded anent this. Atj, Glastonbury, in Som¬ 
ersetshire, the seat up to the dissolution of monas¬ 
teries of a famous abbey, there was, and likely 
still is, a thorn-tree celebrated throughout the 
country for budding on old Christmas day. Ac¬ 
cordingly, on the 25th of December, 1753, a vast con¬ 
course of people assembled to watch the thorn, 
which to their disappointment made no signs of 
blooming, but on the 5th of January, old Christmas 
Day, it bloomed as usual, thereby proving conclu¬ 
sively to them that old Christmas Day was the right 
Christmas Day. At Queenton—a highly appropri¬ 
ate name—in Buckinghamshire, this circumstance 
created quite an excitement. Two thousand peo¬ 
ple assembled with lanterns to watch a blackthorn, 
which it was suddenly remembered was a slip from 
the Glastonbury tree, and which enjoyed the same 
reputation as the parent tree. But as the tree 
didn’t bud ’twas agreed by all, as at Glastonbury, 
that December 25th (new style) could not pos¬ 
sibly bo, under these untoward circumstances, the 
real Christmas Day, and accordingly they refused 
to go to church or to keep the day as a festivity, 
until at length the affair became so serious that the 
clergy thought it prudtfnt to give notice that the 
old Christmas Day should be kept holy as before. 
The same time the people of Bristol observed old 
Christmas Day as formerly, and “the few who 
brought butter to market took the opportunity of 
raising it to ninepence or teupeuce a pound.” There 
has been but little change in England in the last 
200 years in the matter of keeping Christmas.
